Dr. Carpenter tells us that when asserted 
facts, so astounding as those of Spirituallsm, 
are presented, we should follow our common 
sense and doubt our senses.

＋ form any idea of its multiform activities 
in the universe. Is it that because so few 
have witnessed the alleged spiritual phenome- 
na, therefore, their evidence should bo dis- 
credited? How many persons have ever seen 
a meteor fall to the ground, yet wo belleve 
the testimony of those few. Few have ever 
seen a murder committed, but we all believe 
murders do occur. If we did not rely upon 
the testimony of discoverers and iuventors, 
how barren would be the realm of fact! We 
rely upon the testimony of others for the 
great majority of our fact and wo depend 
upon our senses, vision, hearing, eto., for the 
truth of those facts personal to ourselves. 

In every age of the world we have evidence 
of the occurrence of phenomena that can be 
accounted for on no other bypothesis than 
action Independent of n human brain. Unless 
we can take the testimony of the ancients 
and accept, to some extent at loast, the real- 
ity of the phenomena attested by- them, we 
must throw aside all the bibles, and fall Into 
cold materialism. Ido not go to the bibles 
of siy people to confirm me in my knowledge 
of spiritual verities, but if, in my own expe- 
rience, I encounter facts of an analogous 
character to those reſuted of old, then can I 
believe that there may bo a foundation of 
facts in the ancient scripture. I accept no 
authority except facts that can be demonstrat- 
ed. Facts continually repeat themselves in 
the realm of nature and the realm of man's 
experience. L do not go to the bible for evl- 
dence of the truth of genre but to my 
own experience; and if the facts are corrobo- 
rated by the scriptures, so much the better for 
¢ ac ipturea, and none the worse for the

it, could not be proved, for we no means 
of establishing their identity. He sald he 
knew of a medium who was controlled by 
what claimed to be the spirit of Dr. Benjamin 
Rush; that he had known of two other medi- 
ums who claimed to be under the same con- 
trol, and each ef the threo practiced a differ- 
ent system of medicine. He argued that none 
of them were controlled by the spirit claimed, 
but by one of the class which he felt it to be 
his solemn duty to warn all who heard him 
to avoid. He said we could not be too cau- 
tious in our effort to guard against this class 
of spirita, who comes with high-soundiog 
names. He said it was not pleasant fora 
lecturer to show the dark side of spirit com- 
munion, but it was necessary to do so lu order 
to impart a right understanding of the whole 
subject.

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CHRISTIANITY AMD MATERIALISM.

The 
conditions under which this ‘efluence works 
to corse tho Individual are those of inhar 
mony, tending to produce antagonism, dis- 
ease and death, Biessingsand curses, as they 

pear under the divine administration, have 


ry 
, their source in the same Presence, and they 


become the one or the other, according to 
status In the recipient. If man would be 
blessed under the divine government, he has 
to ascertain wha ntial to such recipi- 
ency in bimself, and then to perform his part, 
and the blessings will secured. Otherwise 
he will fall. ' 

The theologian. percefving that all men are 
not alike blessed under the divine govera- 
ment, and supposing thats these differences 
are owing to different deatinzs with them on 
the part of the divine government, occasioned 
by a difference of motive and purpose lu the 
Divine Being, have invented systems of doc- 
trine in respect to the same, which are gelt. 
contradictory.and absurd, and which can have 
no other foundation than that of ignorance 
or depravity; which systema have done, and 
are doing, more to keep the mind in bondage 
and in spiritual darkness, than all other 
causea combined. The theologians postulate 
that God is a Being of Infinite perfection; pos- 
sessing the attributes of love, wisdom and 
power, in absolute completeness; that In these 
respects, He 1 Infinite, eternal, Immutable, 
absolute, omniscient, omnipotent and omni- 
present. Yet by their systems of hilosophy, 
and by their formulated creeds, they contra- 
dict their postulates in every particular, and 
attempt to maintain theft positions by,human 
authority, which they assume to be ivine, 
and they demand that It shall be so accepted. 

The theologian assumes, that the conduct 
of man bas an Influence upon the mental còn- 
dition of the Divine Being, and thus pleases 
or displeases bim; and that he blesses and 
makes happy those who please him, and that 
he punishes and makes miserable those who 

isplease him; that in this respect he ts like 
man, and acts from the same or from similar 
motives; that as the Infinite and Perfect, he 
is subject to changeable feelings, and conse- 
quently to changeable actions based upon his 
feelings. Thus, the theologian assumes that 
God Is as really a recipient at influence from 
his creatures, as are his creatures recipients 
from him; and, in this respect, he is as sub- 
ject to change of feeling, of motive, purpose 
and action as is man. 

The theologian assumes the pe gprs 
of Delty, that is, tie omnipresence of his ev- 
ery attribute; yet as thlugs are contiouall 
happening, God Ands it necessary to especial- 
ly adapt himself,to these huppeniogs, to re. 
vent every thing. from golng to ruin. His 
poarta providence is altogether inadequate 

accomplish his purposes, and without spe- 
cial interposition, all humanity would have 
been consigned to eternal torment.- AS an 
evidence of this, 1 will present the orthodox 
view of the Trinity, and the philosophy by 
which they make ft applicable to the redomp- 
tion and salvation of man.

The philosophy ofthese doctors of divinity 
is represented by them as follows. They tene 
that Christy by his sufferings and death for 
the sing of all men, has become the savior of 
the world; that is, the savlor of all who will 
accept bim as such upon the terms prescribed; 
that in the Council of tternity when the sub- 
ject of creating humanity was under consid- 
eration, it was foreseen OF the Trinity, that 
numanliy would necegsar iy become involved 
in insuperabledifficulties, through the exer- 
else of the faculty of human volition, with 
which man must be endowed to make him a 
responsible being. It was foresee that, do 
the best possible to the Divine Trinity, In 
creating and endowing humanity, the indi- 
vidual would inevitably disobey the divine 
requirements; he would get at defiance the di- 
vine nuthority, and would openly rebel 
against the divine government;.in t is way 
he would become an incorrigible sinner, and 
would incur the penalty of eternal na- 
tion. If man was to be created, he must be 
made the subject of laws infinitely bludiu 
upon him; for these Jaws must be Invest 
with the dignity and authority of the Divine 
Council. Therefore, the one disobeying such 
laws, would be guilty of an infinite: offense, 
requiring an infinite punishment to vindicate 
the dignity and authority of the lawgiver. 
This necessarily involved the ‘eternal damna- 
tion of the sinner. . s N 

This grave difllealty was solved lu thls man- 
ner: Christ, the second person of the Trini- 
ty, voluntarily offered to incur the awful 
pomy duo for such disobedience; he said 

e would subject himself to such suffering as 
jnfinitd and eternal, wrath could inflict, to 
make grace and mercy to the sinner possible; 
that he would do tifis asa member of the God- 
head, to the end that the honor, authority 
and dignity of the Council might be fully 
vindicated; and that by so doing, the salva- 
tion of the sinner would become a matter of 
grace merely. In this mauner it would be- 
come possible for the Trinity to be just to it 
self, to its own dignity andcharacter, and yet 
save the repentant sioner, It was then deter- 
mined that God the Father should give the 
law and exact obedience thereto; and that he 
should Insist upon inflicting the penalty jast- 
ly due the offender; that God the Son should 
be the sianer’s friend, and that he should take 
it npon himself to satisfy divine justice by 
suffering the penalty due for sius. he had not 
committed; that God, the Holy Ghost, should 
undertake to influence the sinner to accept

Because it ia trie that 
sometimes genuine psychics simulate phe- 
nomena or indulge in fraud, by abuse of this 
truth, many parties not real mediums at all, 
to be tricky und fraudulent, have been 

med as genuine mediums addicted to 
F fraud at times. Of this character 
Mre. Crindle-Reynolds, who, I am con- 
vinced, after over four years’ experience and 
investigation, has not a particle of psycltic 
power of any kind whatever, all her perform- 
ances being 12 shallow trickery. If 
anything at all probatlye of psychic power 
had ever been given by her, I would be glad 
to chronicle it. Genuine phenomena are a 
desideratum, jn a scientific point of view, ir- 
respective of the character of the psychic.

ut, unfortunately, some of those perfected 

nea are so ripo as to be decaying; perfectly 
holy, they say, but not honest in business; 
sainta they claim to be. bit are not saintly 
in temper at home. Besides as theirs Is a 
complete salvation, and as such a belief bars 
even the desire to advance, salvation and 
annihilation would seem to be synonymous 
terms. 

How is salvation to be accomplished? Look 
to Jeaus," says the evangelist. “Jesus paid 
it all—all the debt Lowe,“ shouts the psy- 
chologized penitent. No work of theirs to be 
done; they have only to be passive, so the in- 
fluence of Jesus may mold them into his apir- 
itual image. Totally depraved, as they boast 
themselves to be, they rely on the ihputatlon 
of the merits of another; they think that 
God will lie, and declare them holy when 
they are not. 

When and where shall salvation be accom- 
plished? Nearly all church members pro- 
fess they are unclean, but belleve that at 
death they will drop their sins with thelr 
bodies and not take them again when at 
the resurrection they shall resume those 
bodies—that which Jesus has loft unfinished 
the grave shall complete—death boing the 
chief savior—saving them without effort on 
thelr part, 

Hence comes a paralysis of effort, a bellet 
that the soul that sinneth shall not die, if 
only the belief be orthodox. It seems strange 
to think that a body, all festered with fruit 
of evil living, shall g¥ into the grave, and at 
some time come from it pure and clean, un- 
scarred, undeformed, saved by the grave, jus 
because one has believed certain things—ye 
many clalm to belleve this. 

To all those things Spirltuallsts oppose a 
stern denial. They deny the possibility of 
instantaneous salvation—deny that even the 
eternities can produce a completed salvation; 
sure there will always be something higher 
to be reached after, always something more 
to be learned, always somo limitation to be 
passed. Salvation from error, sin, bad con- 
ditions, this it is the business of every man 
to spek for, all through his Mfe—overy day 
salvjtion, expanding with the mental pow- 
er; the capacity to perceive and desire to 
reach higher good—the growth of this ca- 
pacity never ceasing.

The word Christ, in its spiritual sense, is 
used to represent status in the individual, as 
distinguished from -tbe individual himself; 
and such is the use made of the word trans- 
lated Christ, both in the Hebrew and the 
Greek. Itis used to express a status confer- 
red by a certain process of unction, which 
status did not pertain to the individual until 
conferred by such process. Thus Saul, before 
he was anointed, was the son of Cis. As such 
individual, he pos no authority or pow- 
er not ineident to the mere individual; bat 
when he was anointed king of Israel in the 
name of the Lord, he became iuvested-with a 
new status, and with the powers and prerog- 
atives incident thereto. When spoken of 
his kingly office, he was called the Lord's 
anointed, or the Lord's Christ; but when spok- 
en of as the mere individual. he was simply 
Saul. the son of Cis. And in the Hebrew-agd 
the Greek, whenever the name of the status 
is referred to, it ls used to express state or 
condition in the individual, and not the fn- 
dividual himself. Thus, instead of saying 
J Christ, it Is Jesus the Christ; that is, 
Jeans the anointed pr the baptized. 

Jesus did not m to te Christ in a polit- 
leal sense; nor would he permit his disciples 
or others so to represent him; and whenever 
he was in any way recognized as such, he 
straightway charged that no one should be 
told of it. He never claimed that his king- 
dom was of this world, nor did he seek to ex- 
ercise any other thab ii authority. He
